Tile prophecy 
of Malachi is alluded to in the New Tes­ 
tament, and its canonical authority there­ 
by established (comp. Mark 1:2; 9:11, 12; 
I.uke, 1:17; Rom. 9:13). 
The style is pro­ 
saic and rhetorical, rallier than poetic 
and 
more closely resembles a written 
philosophical discourse than the oracles 
of the Hebrew prophets. 
The prophecy 
naturally divides itself into three sec­ 
tions: I. (1:2-2:9).—Jehovah is represented 
as the loving father and ruler of his peo­ 
ple. 
It may be subdivided thus: (I) 1:1-8. 
—Jehovah asserts and proves his love to 
his people by reference to the punish­ 
ment of Edom. (2) 1:6-2:9.—Rebuke of the 
priests, as the leaders of spiritual defec­ 
tion. 
IL (2:10-16.)—The prophet’s reproof 
of mixed marriages and divorces, por­ 
trayed by the deserted wives weeping at 
the altar. III. The sudden appearance in 
the temple of the Lord as the judge, pre­ 
ceded by his forerunner. This section may 
be thus subdivided: (I) 2:17-3:5.—A threat 
of punishment. (2) 3:16-12.—A call to re­ 
pentance. 
(3) 3:13-14:6.—Reproof of dis­ 
trust in God; forewarning of the 
final 
separation of good and bad; of the final 
judgment; the advent of the Messiah, 
heralded by Elijah. Thus prophecy closes 
with the announcement of the Messiah's 
coming, and prepares the people for the 
appearance of his precursor. John the 
Baptist, in the spirit and the power of 
Elias (Matt.

“Then—” The sentence was Inter­ 
rupted by a commotion in the market 
place, through which they were pars­ 
ing at that moment, and they turned 
aside to see what it was all about.

DESTRUCTIVE SAN JOSE SCALE 
EXCITES INTEREST AND ALARM 


Pest May Be Controlled by the Proper Use of Insecticidal 
Sprays. 


**1b the entire history of destructive 
insect pests,” said Entom ologist How­ 
ard the other day, “no insect has ex­ 
cited so much interest and alarm as 
has the San Jose scale. 
Its attacks 
are insidious and In many instances it 
has acquired a firm foothold in a sec­ 
tion of country before its presence 
was suspected. 
But a few years ago 
the San Jose scale was considered 
a 
veritable m enace to the grow ing of 
deciduous fruits in the east, and IU 
discovery in an orchard was often fol­ 
lowed by the destruction of the trees 
in the hope that 
its 
exterm ination 
m ight be secured. 
However, this feel- 


ago it has becom e estabsu& d in the 
principal deciduous fru irB ow in g re­ 
gions in the more eastern Elates from 
Canada south to Florida and Texas. 
There are still 
m any 
fruit-grow ing 
sections throughout this 
area 
where 
the scale has not made its appearance 
and no effort should be spared to keep 
it out for as long a tim e as possible; 
but its appearance 
in 
an 
orchard 
should not be the occasion of the de­ 
struction of otherw ise valuable trees, 
in view of the fact that it can be con­ 
trolled by thorough painstaking work 
with sprays. 
The insect is introduced 
into 
new 
localities 
principally 
on 
nursery stock, but once established,

ing of alarm has now given way to 
one of confidence that the pest may 
be controlled by the proper use of in­ 
secticidal sprays, and 
without 
belit­ 
tlin g the serious character of the in­ 
sect, it may be said that it has sim ply 
taken its place am ong the several in- i 
sect pests of the orchard, whose con- ! 
trol must be enforced as a regular j 
feature of orchard or garden work. 
“Since its introduction into the east I 
from California som e 17 or 18 years I 


under conditions of neglect it spreads 
more or less rapidly from orchard to 
orchard. The system of inspection and 
fumigation of nursery stock which has 
been in practice for som e years in 
m ost states has been 
an 
important 
m eans of restricting the more gej^ral 
distribution, 
and 
prospective 
pur­ 
chasers of trees should assure them ­ 
selves of their freedom from this and 
other pest likely to be distributed from 
nurseries.” 


BURN OUT THE 
BUDDING HORNS 


H o w O ne C an P r e v e n t th e H o r n s 
G r o w in g o n Y o u n g Calve?;. 


W hen circum stances are favorable, 
as in the case of farmers who build up 
their herds by raising the progeny, 
the horns 
may be prevented 
from 
growing by a sim ple and practically 
painless method, and the custom of 
preventing the growth of the horns 
rather than deferring the m atter with 
the necessity of rem oving them from 
the grown anim al is becom ing more 
popular and more generally practiced 
under all conditions except in the 
case of calves dropped on the open 
range. 
To do this successfully it is 
necessary that the calf 
should 
be 
treated not later than one week after 
its birth, preferably when it is from 
three to five days old. 
The agent to 
be used may be either caustic soda 
of caustic potash, both of which may 
be procured in the drug stores in the 
form of sticks about the thickness of 
an ordinary lead 
pencil 
and 
five 
inches long. 
These caustics must be 
handled with care, as they dissolve 
the cuticle and may make the hands 
or fingers sore. 
The preparation of 
the calf consists in first clipping the 
hair from the parts, washing clean 
w ith soap and warm 
water, 
and 
thoroughly drying with a 
cloth 
or 
towel. 
The stick of cau stic should be 
wrapped In a piece of paper to pro­ 
tect the hands and fingers, leaving 
one end of the stick uncovered. 
M oisten the uncovered end slightly 
and rub it on the horn buttons or lit­ 
tle points which may be felt on the 
c a lfs head, first on one and then the 
other, alternately, tw o or three tim es 
on each, allowing the caustic to dry 
after each application. 
Be very care­ 
ful to apply the caustic to the horn 
button only. 
If it is brought in con­ 
tact with the surrounding skin it will 
cause pain. 
Be very careful also not 
to have too much m oisture on the 
stick of caustic, ag it will excoriate 
the skin and make the parts sore if al­ 
lowed to run down over the 
face. 
After H u tm en t keep the animal pro­ 
tector from rain, as water on the 
bead after the application of caustic 


will cause It to nm down over the 
face. 
This must be carefully avoided. 
All of the preparations which have 
been used to prevent 
horns 
from 
growing on young anim als have been 
composed largely of one or the dJjffeaf 
of the caustics above mentioned. 
In 
view' of the fact that these substances 
alone, without the admixture of oth­ 
ers, answ er the purpose satisfactorily, 
it would hardly seem to be necessary 
to give the following formula, but as 
it was used with good results when 
much was being written in regard to 
dehorning compounds, 
it 
has 
been 
thought best to insert it here, chiefly 
to prevent the necessity 
for 
any 
further inquiry on the part of those 
who may have used it and are no 
longer in possession of it. The formu­ 
la was published in the 
eighth 
and 
ninth annual reports of the bureau of 
animal industry for 1891 and 1892, and 
the preparation 
was at that 
tim e 
quite largely used. 
It was made by 
com bining in an em ulsion 50 per c e n t 
of caustic soda, 25 per cent, of kero­ 
sene, and 25 per cent, of water. 
The 
caustic soda is dissolved in the water 
and heated to the boiling point, then 
removed from the fire, and the kero­ 
sene added gradually, while vigorous­ 
ly stirring the mixture. This em ulsion 
is applied in very much the same 
manner as the stick caustic, except 
that it is necessary to em ploy a short, 
stiff brush, or meat skewer, using the 
large end, which has been previously 
mashed or contused to form a s&fflhy 
brush. 
Two 
or 
three 
applications 
should be made to each horn button, 
as in the case of the stick caustic, 
with intervals to allow it to dry. 
When a calf is three or four weeks 
old the caustics or caustic prepara­ 
tions art* of little or 
no 
use. 
The 
horns on young anim als of this age 
can be removed by one cut of a good 
sharp pocket knife, but 
when Y- he 
treatm ent is delayed to this age iraere 
is considerable hemorrhage as a re­ 
sult of cutting the starting fronts, 
which can be entirely avoided if the 
anim als are treated with one of the 
caustics at the earlier age above in­ 
dicated. 


In the very young calf the horn but­ 
ton, or point thai will ultim ately de­ 
velop into a horn, bas scarcely any at­ 
tachm ent to the skull, and may & felt 
as a small button urn bedder rn the 
skin.

Th« Book of Malachl.—It is contained 
in four chapters in our version, as in the 
LXX, Vulgate, and Peshlto-Syriac. -In 
the Hebrew, the third and fourth chap- 
ters form but one chapter 
The prophecy 


of Malachi is alluded to in the New Tes- 
tament, and ita canonical authority there- 
by established (comp. Mark 1-2, 9-U, 12; 
Luke, 1:17; Rom. 9:13). The style la pro- 
saic and rhetorical, rather than poetic 
and more closely resembles a written 
philosophical discourse than the oracli 
of the Hebrew prophets.' The prophecy 
naturally divides itself into three sec- 
tions: I. (1:2-2:9) —Jehovah is represented 
as the loving father and ruler of his peo- 
ple. It may be subdivided thus. (1) 1:1-8. 
—Jehovah asserts and proves his love to 
his people by reference to the punish- 
ment of Edom. (2) 1:6-2.9.—Bebuke of the 
priests, as the leaders of spiritual defec- 
tion. II. (2:10-16.)—The prophet's reproof 
of mixed marriages and divorces, por- 
trayed by the deserted wives weeping at 
the altar. III. The sudden appearance in 
the temple of the Lord as the judge, pre- 
ceded by his forerunner. This section may 
be thus subdivided: (1) 2.17--3.5.—A threat 
of punishment. (2) 3:16-12.—A call to re- 
pentance. 
(3) 3:13-14 6 —Reproof of dis- 
trust in God; forewarning of the 
final 
separation of good and bad; of the final 
Judgment: the advent of the Messiah, 
heralded by Elijah. Thus prophecy closes 
with the announcement of the Messiah's 
coming, and prepares the people for the 
appearance of his precursor John the 
Baptist, in the spirit and the power of 
Ellas (Matt. 11-14; 17:10-13).

**In the -entire history of destructive 


insect pests," said Entomologist How- 
ard the other day, "no insect has ex- 
cited so much Interest and alarm as 
has the San Jose scale. Its attacks 
are Insidious and in many Instances it 
has acquired a firm foothold in a sec- 
tion of country before its presence 
was suspected. But a few years ago 
the San Jose scale was considered a 
veritable menace to the growing of 
deciduous fruits in the east, and Its 
discovery in an orchard was often fol- 
lowed by the destruction of the trees 
In the 'hope that its extermination 
might be secured. However, this feel- 


ago it has become estabiijftd in the 
principal deciduous frultBowlng re- 
gions in the more eastern m«tei from 
Canada south to Florida and Ten*. 
There are still 
many trult-grownifc' 


sections throughout this area where 
the scale has not made its appearance 
and no effort should be spared to keep 
it out tor as long a time a* possible; 
but its appearance in an 
orchard 


should not be the occasion of the de- 
struction of otherwise valuable trefi, 
in view of the fact that it can be con- 
trolled by thorough painstaking work 
with sprays. The insect is introduced 
into new localities principally on 
nursery stock, but once established.

ing of alarm has now given way to 
one of confidence that the pest may 
be controlled by tbe proper use of in-

BURN OUT THE 


BUDDING HORNS 


How One Can Prevent the Horna 


Growing on Yonnff Calve£. 


When circumstances are favorable, 


as in the case of farmers who build up 
their herds by raising the progeny, 
the horns may be prevented from 
growing by a simple and practically 
painless method, and the custom of 
preventing the growth of the horns 
rather than deferring the matter with 
the necessity of removing them from 
the grow-n animal is becoming more 
popular and more generally practiced 
under all conditions except i» the 
;ase of calves dropped on the open 
range. To do this successfully it is 
necessary that the calf 
should be 


treated not later than one week after 
its birth, preferably when it is from 
three to five days old. The agent to 
he used may be either caustic soda 
of caustic potash,'both of which may 
l>e procured in the drug stores in the 
form of sticks about the thickness of 
an ordinary lead 
pencil 
and 
flve 


Inches long. These caustics must be 
liandled with care, as they dissolve 
the cuticle and may make the hands 
or fingers sore. 
The preparation of 


the calf consists in first clipping the 
lair from the parts, washing clean 
with soap and warm 
water, 
and 


thoroughly drying with a cloth or 
towel. The stick of caustlc_should be 
wrapped in a piece of paper to pro- 
tect the hands and fingers, .leaving 
one end of the stick uncovered. 


Moisten the uncovered end slightly 


md rub it on the horn buttons or lit- 
tle points which may be felt on the 
calf's head, flrst on one and th»n the 
other, alternately, two or three times 
on each, allowing the caustic to dry 
after each application. Be very care- 
'ul to apply the caustic to the horn 
>utton only. If it Is brought In con- 
act with the surrounding skin it will 
cause pain. Be very careful also not 
to have too much moisture on the 
stick oC caustic, as It will excoriate 
the skin and make the parts sore if al- 
lowed to run down over the 
face. 


After ttnalment keep the animal pro- 
tected from rain, as water on the 
feead after the application of oaustlc 


under conditions of neglect it spreads _ 
more or less rapidly from orchard to 
orchard. The system of Inspection and 
fumigation of nursery stock which baa 
been in practice for some years in 
most states has been an important 
means of restricting the more gefieta.1 
distribution, 
and 
prospective 
pur- 


chasers of trees should assure them- 
selves of their freedom from this and 
other pest likely to be distributed from 
nurseries." 


will cause It lo run down over the 
face. This must be carefully avoided. 


All of the preparations which have 


been used to prevent 
horns 
from 


growing on young animals have been 
composed largely of one or the ejfear 
of the caustics above mentioned. In 
view of the fact that these substances 
alone, without the admixture of oth- 
ers, answer the purpose -satisfactorily, 
It would hardly seem to be neceatary 
to give the following formula, but aa 
it was used with good results when 
much was being written in regard to 
dehorning compounds, it has been 
thought best to insert it here, chiefly 
to prevent the necessity 
for 
any 


further inquiry on the part, of those 
who may have used it and aVe no 
longer in possession of it. The formu- 
la was published in the eighth and 
ninth annual reports of the bureau of 
animal industry for 1891 and 1882, and 
the preparation was at that 
time 


quite largely used. It was made by 
combining in an emulsion 60 per cent. 
of caustic soda, 25 per cent, of kero- 
sene, and 25 per cent, of water. The 
caustic soda is dissolved In the water 
and heated to tliB boiling point, then- 
removed from the fire, and the kero- 
sene added graduafly, while vigorous- 
ly stirring the mixture. This emulsion 
is applied in vsry much the same 
manner as the stick caustic, except 
that it is necessary to employ a short, 
stiff brush, or moat skewer, using the 
large^end, which has been previously 
mashed or contused to form a sfeftby 
brush. 
Two or three applications 


should be made to each horn button, 
as in the case at the stick caustic, 
with Intervals lo allow It to dry. 


When a calf is three or four weeks 


old the caustics or. caustic prepara- 
tions are of Httl3 'or no use. The 
horns on young animals of this age 
can be removed l>y one cut of a good 
sharp pocket knife, but when\the 
treatment is delayed to this age.mere 
is considerable lusmorrhage as/fl re- 
sult of cutting 
I be starting fc*jrns. ' 


which can be entirely avoided If the 
animals are treated with one of tbe 
caustics at the earlier age above In- 
dicated.

Th« Book of Malachi.—It is contained 
in four chapters in our version, as in the 
LXX, Vulgate, and Peshlto-Syrlac. -In 
the Hebrew, the third and fourth chap- 
ters form but one chapter The prophecy 
of Malachi is alluded to in the I^ew Tes- 
tament, and ita canonical authority there- 
by established (comp. Mark 1-2, 9-11, 12; 
Luke, 1:17; Rom. 9:13). The style la pro- 
saic and rhetorical, rather than poetic 
and more closely resembles a written 
philosophical discourse than the oracles 
of the Hebrew prophets.' The prophecy 
naturally divides Itself into three sec- 
tions: I. (1:2-2:9) —Jehovah is represented 
as the loving father and ruler of his peo- 
ple. It may be subdivided thus. (1) 1:1-8. 
—Jehovah asserts and proves his love to 
his people by reference to the punish- 
ment of Edom. (2) 1:6-2.9.—Rebuke of the 
priests, as the leaders of spiritual defec- 
tion. II. (2:10-16.)—The prophet's reproof 
of mixed marriages and divorces, por- 
trayed by the deserted wives weeping at 
the altar. III. The sudden appearance In 
the temple of the Lord as the judge, pre- 
ceded by his forerunner. This section may 
be thus subdivided: (1) 2.17--3.5.-A threat 
of punishment. (2) 3:16-12.—A call to re- 
pentance. 
(3) 3:13-14 6 —Reproof of dis- 
trust In God; forewarning of the 
final 
separation of good and bad; of the flnal 
Judgment: the advent of the Messiah, 
heralded by Elijah. Thus prophecy closes 
with the announcement of the Messiah s 
coming, and prepares the people for the 
appearance of his precursor John the 
Baptist, in the spirit and the power o£ 
Ellas (Matt. 11-14; 17:10-13).

**In the -entire history of destructive 


insect pests," said Entomologist How- 
ard the other day, "no insect has ex- 
cited so much Interest and alarm as 
has the San Jose scale. Its attacks 
are Insidious and in many Instances it 
has acquired a firm foothold In a sec- 
tion of country before Its presence 
was suspected. But a few years ago 
the San Jose scale was considered a 
veritable menace to the growing of 
deciduous fruits in the east, and Its 
discovery in an orchard was often fol- 
lowed by the destruction of the trees 
In the "hope that its extermination 
might be secured. However, this feel- 


ago it has become estatMUftd in the 
principal deciduous frulttMowlng re- 
gions in the more eastern w»tes from 
Canada south to Florid* and Ten*. 
There are still 
many frult-growlBg' 


sections throughout this area where 
the scale has not made ita appearance 
and no effort should be spared to keep 
it out tor as long a time a* possible; 
but its appearance in an 
orchard 


should not be the occasion of the de- 
struction of otherwise valuable treti, 
in view of the fact that It can be con- 
trolled by thorough painstaking work 
with sprays. The insect Is introduced 
into new localities principally on 
nursery stock, but once established.

ing of alarm has now given way to 
one of confidence that the pest may

BURN OUT THE 


BUDDING HORNS 


How One Can Prevent the Horna 
Growing on Vonna1 Calve£. 


When circumstances are favorable, 


as in the case of farmers who build up 
their herds by raising the progeny, 
the horns may be prevented from 
growing by a simple and practically 
painless method, and the custom of 
preventing the growth of the horns 
rather than deferring the matter with 
the necessity of removing them from 
the grown animal is becoming more 
popular and more generally practiced 
under all conditions except i» the 
;ase of calves dropped on the open 
range. To do this successfully it Is 
necessary that the calf 
should be 


treated not later than one week after 
its birth, preferably when it is from 
three to five days old. The agent to 
he used may be either caustic soda 
of caustic potash,'both of which may 
>e procured in the drug stores in tbe 
form of sticks about the thickness of 
an ordinary lead 
pencil 
and 
five 


nches long. These caustics must be 
mndled with care, as they dissolve 
he cuticle and may make the hands 
or fingers sore. The preparation of 
the calf consists in flrst clipping the 
lair from the parts, washing clean 
•with soap and warm 
water, 
and 


thoroughly drying with a cloth or 
,owel. The stick of caustlc_should be 
•wrapped in a piece of paper to pro- 
ect the hands and fingers, .leaving 
one end of the stick uncovered. 


Moisten the uncovered end slightly 


,nd rub it on the horn buttons or llt- 
le points which may be felt on the 
calf's head, flrst on one and th»n the 
ither, alternately, two or three times 
in each, allowing the caustic to dry 
after each application. Be very care- 
ul to apply the caustic to the horn 
button only. If it Is brought In con- 
act with the surrounding skin it will 
cause pain. Be very careful also not 
to have too much moisture on the 
stick of caustic, as it will excoriate 
the skin and make the parts sore if al- 
lowed to run down over the 
face. 


After tt.?atment keep the animal pro- 
tected from rain, as water on the 
feead after the application of oaustlc 


under conditions of neglect it spreada 
more or less rapidly from orchard to 
orchard. The system of inspection and 
fumigation of nursery stock which baa 
been in practice for some years in 
most states has been an important 
means of restricting the more general 
distribution, 
and

chasers of trees should assure them- 
selves of their freedom from this and 
other pest likely to be distributed from 
nurseries."

growing on young animals have been 
composed largely of one or the %fear 
of the caustics above mentioned. In 
view of the fact that these substances 
alone, without the admixture of oth- 
ers, answer the purpose -satisfactorily, 
It would hardly seem to he nece^tary 
to give the following formula, bnt as 
it was used with good results when 
much was being written in regard to 
dehorning compounds, it has been 
thought best to insert It here, chiefly 
to prevent the necessity 
for 
any 


further inquiry on the part, of those 
who may have used It and aVe no 
longer in possession of it. The formu- 
la was published in the eighth and 
ninth annual reports of the bureau of 
animal Industry for 1891 and 1882, and 
the preparation was at that 
time 


quite largely used. It was made by 
combining in an emulsion 60 per cent. 
of caustic soda, 25 per cent, of kero- 
sene, and 25 per cent, of water. The 
caustic soda is dissolved in tbe water 
and healed to IIiB boiling point, then- 
removed i'rom the fire, and the kero- 
sene added gradually, while vigorous- 
ly stirring the mixture. Thi> emulsion 
is applied in v?ry much the same 
manner as the stick caustic, except 
that it is necessary to employ a short, 
stiff brush, or moat skewer, using tne 
large^end, which has been previously 
mashed or contused to form a sfeftby 
brush. 
Two or three applications 


should be made to each horn button, 
as in the case of the stick caustic, 
with Intervals lo allow It to dry. 


When a calf is three or four weeks

The 
horns on young animals of this age 
can be removed l>y one cut of a good 
sharp pocket knife, but
